Proposed Permit Coverage:

The Permit is a marine oil transfer facility, owned and operated by SPI and located on Orca Inlet
approximately one mile north of the community center of Cordova. The facility consists of two
separate tank farms (the upper and lower tank farms) with above ground fuel storage tanks, a
truck rack, warehouse/office, and an oil/water separator. The tank farms and truck rack include
secondary containment areas (SCAs). During periods of rain, industrial discharges to Orca Inlet
will be permitted to occur from:

e Qutfall 001 — Lower Tank Farm
e Qutfall 002 — Upper Tank Farm
